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HISTORY 


Starting our High School years as 191 strong, the graduating class 
of GRC had experienced tears and laughter, joy and diseppeintmert together 
for four yearse Our life at Clark for four years has provided a fountain 
of memories to lock bac on happily. Under the able guidance and wisdom 
of our sponsor, Miss Marzaret Ide, we were able to carry out plans and 
set precedents unhoard of bofore at Clark. 


On January 16, 1951, the first moeting of tho Freshman Class was held. 
At this meeting noninaticns for class officors wore mado. Our first presi- 
dont was Lawrence Kessler, while Dona Clerk served as vice-president, and 
Greggie Argus and Judy Eggers filled the positions of secretary and treasurer. 


Lois Gardner started her spesch career carly by placing first extem- 
poraneous speaking at the Hammond High Speech Arts Festival. 


Jerry Ranostaj was electod president of the Freshman-Sophomore Hi-Y, 
and Charles Smith, Holton Easter, George Oaks filled the offices of vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer respectively. 


Carole Bodefeld won the State Rotary Contest as a freshman. 


Joan Mudrak broke a precodent by being clected vice-president of the 
Lake Country Girl's Club Conforence,. 


The first big undertaking of the Freshman Class was the WISHING WELL 
WALTZ which took place on May 4, 1951. Foretelling the future, the wish- 
ing woll in the middle of the gym floor seemed to bo the main attraction.

Carol Bodefeld, secretary and Erwin Adams, treasuror. 


In our Sophomore year, we finally beat Hammond High...our tennis team, 
that is. Bob Lockridge, Gene Szabo and Bill Walker were members of the 
winning team. 


Martha Kokajka was chosen secretary of the orchestra. 
Future actresses of our class made their appearance during this important 


year. They were Barbara Tolin and Peggy Lou Nuckols who appeared in the 
all-school play, SUSPECT. 


Carrying our their forensic talents, Charles Smith won second place 
at the Howe Student Congress, and Rcyal Fruechling won the State Rotary 
Contest, making two Clarkites who had won this State Contest in two years, 


Our Sophomore dance, NIGHT IN HAWAII, on May 2, 1952, increased our 
treasurey to the sum of $18.00. Toward tha end of the Sophomore year, 
class rings were ordered to onable the forth-coning Juniors to be able 
to have them for the be, nning of their upper-class years. 


Our Junior year had an important start with the election of class 
officerse Ken Bonds was chosen president, with George Oaks, vice=president; 
Greggie Argus, secretary, and Dot Piniak and Walter Willis sharing the 
responsibilities of the Sroasurers position. 


The Junior Class had its first chance to shine in the all-school play, 
held in November. Starring in THE LITTLE MINISTH? were Carol Bodefeld, 
Royal Fruchling, Nancy Juhasz and Sandra Krill, ali giving fine performances. 


On January 29, 1953. the class offered New Orleans some stiff ompeti- 
tion when it held « MARDI @..S dance. Aftor filing of caiety, we turned our 
thoughts toward sore serious business, the slection of our Student Council 
officers. The school chosa Jorry Ranostaj, presicent; Holton Easter, Vice- 
president; Bob Chovansc, trexsurer; and Betty Almasy, secretary to guide 
our student government through our Senior year. This team has proved to 
be one of effective leadership and constructive program.
